WAR DAMAGE IN TURKEY. 


CONVENTION OF ASSESSMENT AND 
REPARATION. 


1. A Convention relative to the Assessment and 
Reparation of Damage Suffered in Turkey by the 
Nationals of the Contracting Powers was signed 
at Paris on 23rd November, on behalf of the British 
Empire, France, Italy, and Japan. Roumania is 
entitled to accede to the Convention so long as the 
Treaty of Lausanne has not come into force. The 
Serb-Croat-Slovene State did not sign the Treaty 
of Lausanne; if that State signs the Treaty of 
Lausanne in accordance with the Protocol of 24th 
July, 1923 (see Command Paper 1929, page 227), 
it will also be entitled to accede to the Convention 
so long as the Treaty of Lausanne has not come 
into force. The Convention will come into force 
at the same time as the Treaty of Lausanne. 

2. The Convention provides that the following 
sums shall be constituted as a Joint Fund to be 
used for the reparation of the damage suffered by 
the nationals of the Contracting Powers :— 

The sums in gold referred to in Article 58 of 
the Treaty of Lausanne.* 

il. The 5 per cent. Treasury Bills, 1911, of the 
nominal value of £846,100 which the British 
(rovernment has agreed to contribute to the 
Reparation Fund.t 


* The passage referred to is the following: ‘* Turkey renounces in 
favour of the other Contracting Parties (except Greece) any right in 
the sums of gold transferre i by Germany and Austria under Article 

259 (1) of the Treaty of Peace of 28th June, 1919, with Germany, 
and under Article 210 (1) of the Treaty of Peace of 10th September, 
1919, with Austria.” (Command Paper 1929, page 49). The sums 
amount to shout £T5.000,000 gold. 

+ These Treasury Bills are "Turkish Government Treasury Bills 
which the British Treasury purchased from the holders in 1914. 
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3. The above fund will be administered by a 
Commission (to be named the Assessment Com- 
mission), which will be set up within one month 
after the coming into force of the Treaty with 
Turkey, to assess the damages suffered by the 
nationals of the Contracting Powers, as defined 
below. 

This Commission will consist of three members 
named by the Governments of France, Great 
Britain, and Italy respectively. In cases where 
the damage concerns the nationals of another Con- 
tracting Government, there will be added to the 
Commission for the assessment of this damage an 
additional member nominated by the said Govern- 


ment, 

4. The claims of the parties concerned must be 
put forward within one year from the coming into 
force of the Treaty of Lausanne. 

The Commission will assess and compensate, 
on the terms provided for by the Convention, the 
damage defined below : — 

(1) Direct damage (other 
paragraph 6 below) suffered on territory which was 
Ottoman on Ist August, 1914, or at sea by the 
nationals of the Contracting Powers, in respect of 
their persons or their property, between Ist August, 
1914, and the coming into force of the Treaty with 
Turkey, as the result of any act or negligence of 
the Turkish Government, including damage resulting 
from measures of requisition, sequestration, or con- 
fiscation, and also direct damage suffered on the 
same territory by such nationals between the dates 
named as the result of any acts of war (faits de 
guerre), whatever party may have been the author 
of such acts. 

(b) Direct damage caused by the fire of Smyrna to the 
rights and property of the nationals of the Contract- 
ing Powers. 

The Commission will be empowered to deduct 
from the compensation granted on this account the 
sums obtained by the claimant from other sources; 
the Commission will also be empowered to reject 
claims in cases where it considers that the claimant 
has not taken all reasonable steps to obtain compensa- 
tion to which he would have been entitled from other 
sources. 

(c) Damage referred to in (a) and (b) above suffered by 
persons protected by the Contracting Powers in cases 
where the patent of protection is of a date prior 
to Ist August, 1914. 

(1) The damage referred to in (a) and (b) above suffered 
on territory remaining Turkish at the date of the 
coming into force of the Treaty of Lausanne by 
Ottoman Companies in which the nationals of the 
Contracting Powers had a preponderating interest 
on Ist August, 1914. 

The Commission will take account of the advan- 
tages of an economic character granted to such 
companies by the Turkish Government on account 
of the damage suffered by them. The value of such 
advantages will be assessed in cash, and the amount 
will be deducted from the amount to which the 
companies would be entitled in accordance with the 
Convention. In no case will the total amount of 
the compensation to be paid to these companies 
exceed the nominal value of the Treasury Bills 
referred to in paragraph 2 above. 

The Commission will not deal with or grant 
compensation in respect of the following categories 
of damage :— 

(a) Indirect damage, including deprivation of the use 
of property and loss of profits; 

(b) Claims relating to amounts payable by the Hellenic 
Government in accordance with the Convention of 
24th July, 1923, on the subject of the payment of 
debts resulting from the acts of the Hellenic 
authorities in Turkey ;* 

(c) The claims of concessionary companies on account of 
the utilisation by the Turkish Government of their

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property or of their services which are to be settled 
by the Turkish Government in accordance with the 
Protoco! relating to certain Concessions granted in 
the Ottoman Empire of 24th July, 1923, and the 
Declaration annexed thereto* or in accordance with 
arrangements made between the Turkish Govern- 
ment and such companies. 

7. The Commission will distribute the Reparation 
Fund to the parties concerned in proportion to the 
damage suffered by them. The awards granted by 
the Commission will be paid to the parties con- 
cerned through the Allied Governments whose 
nationals they are. 


RE-REGISTRATION OF INDUSTRIAL 
PROPERTY RIGHTS IN JAPAN. 

With reference to the extract from Laws and 
Regulations promulgated in Japan in consequence 
of the earthquake in September last which appeared 
in the **‘ Journal ’”’ of 6th December (page 592), 
the Board of Trade have now received a copy of a 
dispatch from the Commercial Secretary of H.M. 
Embassy at Tokio confirming that all persons hav- 
ing industrial property rights registered in Japan 
and desiring to preserve those rights must have 
them re-registered before 3lst October, 1924. 

No fee will be charged by the Japanese Patent 
Office for such re-registration, but application for 
re-registration must be made through a representa- 
tive resident in Japan. Undecided applications for 
patents, etc., may be re-filed in the Japanese Patent 
Office before 29th February, 1924, but special con- 
sideration may be given where this date is 
unavoidably exceeded. 


DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE. 


CONTROL OF OCTROT DUTIES IN ITALY. 

Reporting upon a Royal Decree (No. 2030) of 
24th September, the Commercial Secretary at 
Rome states that the principal object of this Decree, 
which abolishes State consumption duties, is to 
confer on Communes, on and after Ist January, 
1924, the exclusive right to local octroi duties and 
to regulate the manner in which these duties may 
be collected. 

Originally the proceeds of the duties in question 
were divided between the Central (sovernment and 
the Communes, who collected the duties, and paid 
a certain sum annually to the Government. Since 
1905 the Government has on various occasions 
remitted the payment to which it was entitled, and 
it has now been decided by the present Decree that 
in future the whole of the revenue from this source 
will pass to the local authorities. If, however, on 
the one hand, the Government loses a source of 
revenue, it will, on the other hand, benefit, because 
it has been decided that in future Communes are 
no longer to expect subsidies from the Government, 
and must depend on their own resources.

PERU. 





A RETURN TO DEPRESSION. 


lt miust always be remembered when discussing 
trade and industry in Peru that this country 
is geographically divided into three distinct regions, 
with widely different soils and climates, and with 
slow and arduous inter-communications. ‘These 
regions are:—(1) The narrow coast strip, averaging 
30 miles in width, between the Andes and the 
Pacific coast-line, mainly agricultural (artificially 
irrigated), but also mineral; (2) the mountain 
region, mainly mineral, also wool; (3) the tropical 
lowlands of the Amazon district, very fertile, 
thickly wooded in parts, with wild rubber, balata, 
cotton, and a very small population. Iquitos, the 
capital of this district, is over two thousand miles 
up the River Amazon from the Atlantic; it is 
postally, overland, trom one to two months from 
Lima, the capital, on the Pacific side. 

Peru is primarily a producer of raw materials 
and an importer of the manufactured article. 
Attempts have been made to foster industry in the 
country, and the highly protective new Customs 
tariff, although having very little to protect at 
present, will help in that direction. The Peruvian 
has not been found to be eager to invest capital in 
starting industrial enterprises, and those which 
have sprung up have been va the most part the 
result of foreign initiative, Copper smelting em- 
plovs the largest number of hands, and there aré 
sugar, cotton, woollen, flour and lumber mills, 
cotton ginneries, tanneries, cotton-seed oil, soap, 
biscuit and chocolate factories, and several foundries 
making small machinery parts. Boots and shoes, 
hats, and, on a small scale, brooms, are also 
included in the manufactures. ‘The new tariff may 
be expected to benefit the cloth makers; also the 
boot manufacturers, as the price of the imported 
article will be prohibitive to many. 


Corton AND RUBBER. 


The total production of cotton in Peru in 1921 
was 40,769 metric tons, and last year probably more 
than 42,000. ‘The present year may show an 
increased production of perhaps 10 per cent. over 
last year. The production of Tangiiis (named after 
the discoverer of this highly successful blend of 
rough and smooth cotton) reached about 40 per — 
ot the total, and, as a good price was obtained, 1 
has led this year to a more extended sowing of this 
class of cotton. Its woolly nature lends itself to 
admixture with wool in the manufacture of woollen 
goods. Last year over 90 per cent. of the Tangfis 
went to Liverpool. Of the export of 39,952 metric 
tons (gross) in 1922, Great Britain took over 34,000 
tons and the United States nearly 5,000 tons. In the 
first half of this year 8,890 tons were exported, 
against 13,601 tons in the same period of 1922. 
The price, which had begun to improve in the 
autumn of 1922, reached in March of this year its 
highest figure since 1920, at 16°4 pence per pound 
(for smooth), but dropped again at the end of July 
to 11°8d., followed by a slight rise. In the regions 
of the upper reaches of the Amazon the crop in 
1922, although a disappointing one, owing to the 
destruction aly in the cotton- -growing areas be- 
tween the Huallaga and Ucayali rivers during the 
revolution in 1921, showed an increased return on 
the previous year. In 1922 the exports from this 
region amounted to 1,030 metric tons, all rough 
and semi-rough qualities. Mach larger areas have 
been put under cotton this yea 

Wild rubber abounds in the Amazon regions, its 
original home, and whence the Far Eastern product 
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was transplanted. The price improved in the 
autumn of last year, and in December reached, for 
fine rubber, two shillings per kilog. The export, 
which had been only 137 tons (the official figure, 
which probably did not include December) in 19: 21, 
increased to 602 tons net in 1922. A commission 
trom the United States 1s about to examine the possi- 
bilities of creating in the Amazon district an inde- 
pendent source of supply of plantation rubber for 
American consumption. The sum of half a million 
dollars has been voted in the United States for 
investigation in the Philippines and Central and 
South American States, and the latter are vying 
with each other in offering inducements. The 
restriction on production—under the Stevenson 
arrangement—of Eastern rubber has led the United 
States, which requires over 70 per cent. of the 
world’s output, to contemplate a time when the 
supply from the present sources may not be sutffi- 
cient to meet their needs. There are, it is stated, 
many millions of trees in the Peruvian rubber 
forests, but the wild rubber cannot be collected 
profitably and the trees would be cleared for the 
proposed plantation. As it would require some 
seven years before any rubber could be produced 
from the latter, it is thought that the proposed 
railway from the Maraiion to the Pacific might be 
available. In this case the product from the 
eastern side of the Andes could be landed in New 
York via the Pacific coast and Panama Canal in a 
fortnight. The alternative—and present—means of 
transport is via the Amazon rivers for nearly three 
thousand miles to the Atlantic. The Peruvian 
Government, eager to attract a new industry, offers 
the Commission very large tracts of land free 
together with many other advantages, such as duty 
free imports of materials, ete. ‘It is considered 
that the lack of a supply of labour in these regions, 
necessitating contracting labour from abroad, will 
nilitate against the success of this scheme. 

Since the collapse of rubber prices has practically 
killed the raw rubber industry in Loreto, attention 
has been given to balata, a kind of outta- -percha, 
the price obtained for w hic h has induced the collec- 
tion on a greatly increasing scale. In 1921 only 
14 tons were exported, against 888 tons last year, 
and 602 tons in the first four months of this year. 
With the exception of the Putumayo River, where 
the tree is periodically tapped on the ‘ “herring- 
bone ’’ system, the trees are felled. Balata collec- 
tors state that the trees giving the inferior qualities 
die if tapped. At the rate collectors are hewing’ 
down the balata forests this product will, in the 
course of a few years, tend to disappear. 





STATE OF TRADE. 


Mr. A. J. Hill, British Vuice-Consul, Callao, 
writes that, while more hopeful signs were not 
lacking towards the end of 19: 22—due, perhaps, to 
an increase of cash in circulation as a result of 
payments made with part of the London loan—this 
year has seen a return to depression. Prices of some 

Peru’s staple products—sugar, cotton, copper— 
improved early in the year; but, although this fact 
helps the general situation of the country, particu- 
larly as the export duties are based upon prices, it 
does not necessarily lead to improvement in trading 
conditions. As was inferred in the last report, 
retail trade around the capital depends largely upon 
the spending capacity of the Government, and in 
this respect it cannot be said that the outlook is 
very bright. A number of rich families have been 
obliged, for political reasons, to remain outside the 
country, and this withdrawal of spending power has 
not, it is stated, been without its effect upon busi- 
ness. A renewal of stocks became necessary conse- 
quent upon the exhaustion of those which had 
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accumulated in 1921, and this fact, coupled with 
advance buying in antic ipation of the application 
of the new Customs tariff, led to considerably 
increased activity in imports towards the middle of 
this year. Some orders, which had been ‘‘ rushed ° 
for the latter reason, were cancelled when the tariff, 
which merchants had begun to believe would not 
come into force until the end of the year, was 
applied with only a few days’ notice. As a result 
of others, which were executed, it may be expected 
that the goods will be rejected on arrival by some 
of the firms of little standing. Unfortunately, the 
practice of rejecting goods is not uncommon among 
the smaller importers whenever the market goes 
against them. In August there were large stocks 
in most lines, and importers are extremely cautious 
as to new purchases. Even where large stocks are 
not carried, as, for instance, in the south. scarcity 
of money is given as the reason for the virtual 
cessation of buying. 

In the south, where Arequipa is the principal 
town, depending very much for its prosperity upon 
the wool market, trade gave every indication of 
improvement, due entirely to an active market for 
alpaca and other grades of wool. The demand for 
the former having ‘fallen off, the prices dropped, and 
there has been less money in circulation. Business 
this year has been bad, and it is stated that there 
is at present no sign of betterment. In the north, 
the principal town being Trujillo, vying with Are- 
quipa for second place in importance, conditions 
have improved. Here is the centre of a large sugar- 
crowing district, and it is a good market for dry 
goods, boots and shoes and machinery. 


Britrisu Goons. 


British goods are well established in Peru, have 
the best reputation, and are usually preferred, pro- 
vided the price is favourable compared with those 
in competition, particularly American. Except in 
a few luxury lines, however, Peru is a price, rather 
than a quality, market, and the cheaper article will 
in most cases gain the sales. Germany, whose com- 
petition may be expected to become keener, sends 
mainly machinery, hardware, cement, paper, dyes 
and chemicals, electrical appliances, and, increas- 
ingly, woollens and cottons. The competition of 
the United States, whose top place in the list of 
imports is due largely to foodstufts, machinery and 
motor-cars, hardware. chemical products and 
cement, has not been so keen as formerly, but is 
still the severest, mainly due to more intensive 
business methods, ** follow-up ”’ literature, ete. 
The question of catalogues must again be men- 
tioned; to be of use they must be in Spanish and 
priced. France’s share, £P.105,670, of the parcel 
post trade of the appreciable amount of £P.422,544 
for the first half of the present year, has been 
gained in great part by the transmission to indi- 
viduals of illustrated, priced catalogues in Spanish 
from the big Paris emporiums. In this respect it 
should be mentioned that a Peruvian. Consular 
invoice is necessary for all goods sent bv this 
means, and, from Ist October, 1923, a fine of 
per cent. of the value of the goods has been imposed 
in cases of non-compliance. Merchants and con- 
signees in the United Kingdom could greatly assist 
British shipping, which is meeting with increas- 
ingly keen foreign competition on this coast, by 
adopting the system, said to have been effective in 
the case of German and American shipping, of 
informing their clients and shippers that they 
would prefer to see their goods coming to England 

British bottoms. 

As evidence of the foreign influence in the 
country it may be mentioned that among the public 
services the Peruvian Customs are administered by

THE REVISION OF CUSTOMS 
TARIFFS. 





CHANGES MADE AND PENDING. 


A general review oi recent Tariff announcements 
abroad (with particular reference to those made 
during the present year) is given below, bringing 
up to ‘date the article published in our issue of 2nd 
August last. Although w e endeavour to make the 
** Tariff Section ’’ of the ‘* Journal ’’ an up-to-date 
record of Tariff changes, actual and proposed, a 
periodical review of the situation will doubtless 
serve to facilitate reference to the more detailed 
information already published, and the present 
article 1s one of a series which we hope to issue 
at the end of each half-year. 


KOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


AvstTriA.—A new Customs Tarif is in course of 
preparation, and, though it is not possible to say 
when it will come into force, it is to be noted that 
the Commercial Treaties which Austria has recently 
concluded with Italy and France (see the 
Journal ”’ of 12th July and 2nd August, 1923) are 
drawn up with reference to the pending new Tariff, 
and not to that actually in force at the moment. 


BELGIUM (AND LUXEMBURG).—A new Customs 
Tariff has been prepared, and is now under con- 
sideration in the Belgian Legislature. Full par- 
ticulars of the proposed new Tariff (which is much 
more lengthy and specialised than the present one, 
and is on the double column system, containing a 
Maximum Tariff and Minimum Tariff) were given 
in the issue of this ** Journal ’’ of 29th March last. 
A Commercial Convention between Belgium and 
France, which was signed on 12th May last, but is 
not yet in operation, provided for reductions of 
the duties on a large number of articles below the 
rates proposed in the Tariff Revision Bill. Details 
of this Convention were given in the issue of this 
‘ Journal ”’ of 2ist June. 

BuiGarta.—A new Customs Tariff came into force 
on 10th April, 1921, the rates of this new Tariff 
being, generally speaking, considerably higher than 
those formerly in foree. <A translation of the new 
Tariff was prepared in the Board of Trade, and 
information as to rates of duty on any particular 
goods may be obtained on written or personal 
application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 
55, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 

The import duties on a number of luxury 
articles were increased, as from 9th October last, 
by the addition of import surtaxes, a list of which 
was published in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 8th November.

Denmark.—A Bill for the amendment of the 
Customs Tariff has recently been introduced into 
the Legislature. The Bill in general coincides with 
the existing law, but some reductions are proposed 
in the duties on raw materials and semi-manufac- 
tured articles required by Danish industries and on 
certain machinery, implements, and other articles 
required for agricultural purposes. The Bull pro- 
poses to continue in force, with certain amendments,

of 17th May last) and certain other temporary 
measures, 

Estruontra.—A Customs Union has been arranged 
with Latvia, but has not yet come into force. Par- 


ticulars were published in the ** Journal ’’ of 6th 
December. 
Fintanp.—A revised Tariff is now under 


consideration, but is not expected to be completed 
in time to be brought into operation at the begin- 
ning of 1924. In consequence, it is anticipated 
that the Government will lay before the Riksdag a 
proposal that the Tariff which has been in force 
during 1923 shall continue to be applhed during 
1924, with certain amendments, the most important 
of which were noted in the ‘* Journal ’’ of Ist 
Noveniber. 

Franck.—JThe eeneral revision of the ‘“ co- 
efficients ot increase,” which Was to have been 
undertaken in the early part of 1922, was not pro- 
ceeded with, but numerous modifications of ‘* co- 
efficients ’’ and changes from specific to ad valorem 
duties were made from time to time until December, 
1922, when the power which the Government had 
possessed to modify Customs duties by adminis- 
trative action lapsed. ‘The Tariff, as it stood on 
3lst December, 1922, is therefore more or less 
stabilised, and can only be modified by special 
legislation. In point of fact, tour Laws have been 
passed since January, modifying the Tariff in some 


slight particulars. The French Parliament has 
passed a Law to reduce numerous duties, as the out- 


come of the Franco-Belgian Convention, the pro- 
pose 1d reductions in qi iestion being those indicated 
in the ** Journal ”’ of 2ist June last (pages 730-2) 
but this Law is not to come into operation until the 
1atification of the Convention, which has not yet 
taken place 

A general revision of the French Customs Tariff, 
other than the Chemical Section, which was re- 
modelled in 1919,* both in classification and rates 
of duty is now under consideration, but par- 
ticulars of the proposals are not vet available. 


(FERMANY.—Particulars of the inerease in the 
duties on numerous classes of goods were given in 
the issues of the ** Journal ’”’ of 18th May, 1922, 
2nd November, 1922, and Ist November, 1922, and 
there have been some few further Tariff ‘alterations 
of a minor character. It is understood that a 
general revision of the Customs Tariff is in contem- 
plation, but no detailed particulars on this matter 
are as yet available. 

‘German duties are fixed on a gold basis, and when 
paid in paper are subject to a surtax or ‘* agio, 
which is fixed according to the gold conversion rate 
for the day on which the duties are paid. The gold 
conversion rate is posted up daily in German post 
othces. | 


See the ‘ ‘* Journal” of 6th November, 1919, 
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(GREECE.—A series of Legislative Decrees issued 
since the beginning of 1922 have introduced a 
number of modifications in the Greek Customs 
Tariff, including a general surtax of 10 per cent. 
on the amount of the normal import duty. Par- 
ticulars of the principal Tariff alterations were 
viven in the “ Journal ’’ of 28th September, 1922, 
and 22nd February, 22nd March, 14th June, and 
16th August, 1923. 

Committees are sitting with a view to a partial 
revision of the Customs Tariff, but the revision is 
not expected to come into force for some time, and 
particulars are not at present available. 

[The Greek Customs duties are fixed in gold 
drachmee, and when paid in paper a surcharge is 
levied. At present 10 paper drachme are considered 
as equivalent to one gold drachma for the purpose of 
payment of Customs duty, except in the case of a 
few articles, for which the conversion rate is lower. | 


Huncary.—A new Tariff is in preparation, but it 
is not expected to come into force for some time. 

|The present Customs duties are fixed on a gold 
basis, and when paid in paper currency are subject 
to the addition of surtaxes, which are modified from 
time to time. The most recent surtaxes were pub- 


lished in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 15th November. | 


Iraty.—The new Tariff, which came into force 
in July, 1921, has been considerably modified by 
Treaties which Italy subsequently coneluded with 
Vyanece, Switzerland, Austria, and Spain, full 
details of the alterations of duty involved being 
given in the ‘** Journal ’’ of 7th December, 1922, 
L5th February, 12th July, and 20th December, 
1923. 

A Decree-Law of llth July last considerably 
modified the ‘‘ General ’’? Customs Tariff, and in 
some cases reduced the rates below the level of the 
‘* Conventional ’’ duties. Full particulars of this 
measure were published in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 9th 
and 16th August. 

Various minor modifications have been made in 
the Tariff by other Royal Decrees (affecting, inter 
alia, newsprint paper, sugar, balls and ball bear- 
ings, and certain chemicals, meat, and fish). 

[The Italian Customs rates are “‘ gold ”’ duties, 
and the rates are subject to a surtax, or “ agio,’’ 
on account of the depreciation of the Italian 
currency. This ‘‘ agio’’ is fixed weekly, and is 
regularly notified in the ‘*‘ Journal.’’ | 


Latvia.—A new Tariff.came into force on 2nd 
June, 1922, the rates of which were, in general, 
lower than those of the former Tariff. The Tariff 
is, however, again under revision, and it is possible 
that a revised Tariff may be enforced shortly. 

A Customs Union has been arranged with 
Esthonia, but has not yet come into force. Par- 
ticulars were published in the “‘ Journal ”’ of 6th 
December. 


LirHvanra.—A new ‘Tariff came into force on 
13th March last, under which the rates of duty, 
more especially as regards luxuries, were consider- 
ably reduced. 


Norway.—In July, 1922, a Proclamation was 
issued which provided for the levy of increased 
duties on certain “‘ articles of luxury ’’; and at the 
same time the Customs duties on certain goods were 
ae (see the ‘*‘ Journal ’’ of 20th and 27th 
July, 1922.) 

In Febs uary last the import duties on all goods 
(with a few specified exceptions) were increased by 
20 per cent., and this surtax was increased to 334 
per cent. in June. 

As from 5th December, 1923, duties on all goods 
(with one or two exceptions) are payable on a gold 
basis, and a surtax is imposed corresponding to the 
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depreciation pf the Norwegian exchange, this 
surtax being fixed monthly. 


Potanp.—The reductions of certain of the Polish 
Customs duties which were granted to French goods 
by the Commercial Treaty of February, 1922, 
between France and Poland will also apply to 
British goods when the Commercial Treaty recently 
concluded between the United Kingdom and Poland 
comes into force. This Treaty is not yet operative, 
but particulars of the reductions which its coming 
into force will entail were given in the ‘‘ Journal % 
of 13th December, 1923. 

[The Polish Customs duties are fixed on a gold 
basis, the duties on most articles being payable in 
paper, with the addition of various surtaxes to 
compensate, in whole or in part, for the deprecia- 
tion of the Polish currency. These surtaxes are 
increased at short intervals, the most recent being 
noted in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 20th December. In 
December, an Order was issued providing that the 
duties on a number of “** luxury ”’ articles were to 
be payable absolutely in gold. Particulars as to the 
method of payment of duty on anv article may be 
obtained from the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. | 


PortuGaL.—A new Tariff came into force’ on 
20th April last, full particulars of which were given 
in the *‘ Journal ”’ of 12th and 19th April. All 
import duties are now payable on a gold basis, 
conversion being made at the rate of 44 escudos to 
the pound sterling. The special ‘ Conventional ’ 
duties fixed for certain goods by Portugal’s Com- 
mercial Agreements with France and the Nether- 
lands have ceased to he operative, and the ordinary 
Customs duties as fixed by the Tariff of April last 
are now payable on the articles affected. 


RoumantraA.—As a result of the termination of 
certain Commercial Treaties in April, 1922, the 
duties on a few articles were increased (see the 

Journal ’”’ of Ist June, 1922) and the new Tarifi 
of 1921 came into full operation. In December, 
1922, and March, 1923, Decrees were issued modi- 
fying the Tariff duties on cotton fabrics and certain 
other goods (see the ‘* Journal ’’ of llth January 
and 19th April, 1923), and the duties on various 
rubber goods were increased recently (see the 
‘ Journal ”’ of 13th December). 


Sparn.—A new Customs Tariff was enforced on 
16th February, 1922, a complete translation of 
which was published with the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 23rd 
February. Since that time the Tariff has been 
considerably modified, either by Royal Decrees (see 
the issues of the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 6th April and 18th 
May, 1922) or in virtue of Commercial Treaties or 
Conventions which Spain has concluded with 
different countries. These Treaties and Conventions 
reduced the Spanish import duties on certain goods, 
and full particulars of the Tariff reductions have 
been given in the issues of the ‘‘ Journal ”’ referred 
to below :—

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SWEDEN.—The duties on certain ‘* luxury 
articles ’’ were increased in March, 1922 (see the

Tariff alterations have been introduced since that 
date. 


SWITZERLAND.—Only a very few alterations have 
been made in the Swiss Tariff since its enforcement 
in June, 1921. The Commercial Conventions which 
Switzerland has concluded with Spain and Italy 
(particulars of which were given in the ‘* Tournal ” 
of llth May, 1922, and 15th February, 1925) 
reduced the duties on various articles, mainly 
Spanish and Italian specialities: and a Decree of 
June last reduced the duties on certain kinds of 
iron. 

A new Tariff is now in course of preparation, and 
it is understood that the proposals may be published 
shortly, but the Tariff is not lkely to come into 
operation until 1925. 


Unitep Statres.—The new United States Customs 
Tariff came into force on 22nd September, 1922. A 
complete reprint of the Tariff schedules, together 

pl print of the Tariff schedules, together 
with such of the administrative provisions as are 


of interest to exporters in this country, was issued | 


with the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 12th October, 1922. 

Section 315 of the Tariff Act gives the President 
power to increase or decrease the duties of the Tariff 
under certain conditions, and a number of 
investigations under this ** flexible Tariff ’’ pro- 
vision have been instituted. but none of them has 
yet been concluded. 


ARGENTINA.—The Tariff Revision Bill which. has 
just been passed provided in general for an increase 
of the official Tariff Valuations by 60 per cent. (in 
place.of the 20 per cent. increase made in 1920) 
and for an increase of the specific duties by 25 per 
eent. Full particulars of this measure have not 
vet been received. 


Crite AND Cuspa.—The question of Tariff revision 
is under discussion in Chile and Cuba, but it is not 
possible to state when such revision will be 
completed. 


Cotompra.—All import duties were increased by 
10 per cent. as from Ist March last. 


Hait1.—The import duties on machinery, motor- 
cars, ete., were revised in August. as noted in the 
** Journal ”’ of 6th September. 


Merxitco.—Numerous Decrees have been issued 
modifying various Tariff headings, and particulars 
of these Decrees (which affect, inter alia, cotton 
varns and cloths, motor-cars and tyres) have been 
published in the ** Journal.’’ 


NicaraGua.—The reduction of 25 per cent. of the 
Customs duties accorded to certain French goods 
by the Franco-Nicaraguan Commercial Convention 
applies to British goods. 


Prerc.—A new Customs Tarift for Peru came into 
force on Ist July. The number of Tariff headings 
has been considerably increased. Particulars of 
the new rates of duty may be obtained from the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street. London, S.W.1. 


Curxa.—A revised Customs Tariff came into force 
on 17th January last. Full particulars of the new 
rates of duty were published in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 
14th December, 1922. 


Japan.—The duties on copper, brass, and bronze 
and manufactures thereof were increased as from 
50th March, 1922 (see the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 18th May, 
1922). 

Following the earthquake, the import duties on a 
number of-articles were suspended or reduced in 
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September (see the ** Journal ’’ of 27th September), 
and these modifications also apply to Korea. 

The question of a general Tariff revision is 
engaging attention in Japan. 


BRITISH EMPIRE. 


[npra.—The Finance Act of 1922 increased the 
duties on many classes of goods from 11 per cent. 
to 15 per cent. ad valorem, and increased the duty 
on ‘*‘ luxury goods ’’ from 20 per cent. to 30 per 
cent. ad valorem. The duty on cotton piece-goods, 
however, remained at 11 per cent. ad valorem. 
Further Tariff alterations were made by the Finance 
Act, 1923, particulars of which were published in 
the issues of the ‘* Journal ’’ of 25th January and 
26th April, 1925. 

AtstrRaLiA.—The Customs ‘Tariff at present in 
operation was passed on léith December, 1921. It 
became operative on its introduction into the 
Commonwealth Parliament on 25th March, 1920. 
The complete text of the Tariff as originally 
introduced was published as a Supplement to 
the ‘** Journal’’ on 22nd April, 1920. The 
Tariff was amended in many respects during 
the course of the discussion by the Common- 
wealth Parliament, and particulars of these 
amendments have been published from time to 
time in the ‘* Journal,’’ , 


Canapa.—The Budget Resolutions introduced 
into the Canadian Parliament on 23rd May, 1922, 
reduced the duties under the British Preferential 
Tariff on several classes of goods by 24 per cent. 


ad valorem or 5 per cent. ad valorem, thus 
increasing the preference to this extent. The Sales 
Tax on imported woods and on woods manufactured 
In Canada was increased by 50 per cent. These 
Resolutions were slightly modified by the Resolu- 
tions of 12th June, 1922. Full particulars of the 
changes in the ‘Tariff effected by these Resolutions 
were published in the issues of the ** Journal ”’ of 
15th and 29th June, 1922. 

Under the Franco-Canadian Commercial Conven- 
tion which was ratified on Sth September, 1925, 
reductions were made in various duties under the 
Intermediate Tariff. 

The Budget Resolutions ot Lith May, 19255. 
provided that when the duties specified under the 
British Preferential Tariff of the Canadian Customs 
Tariff are in excess of 15 per cent. ad valorem a 
discount of 10 per cent. of the duty leviable should 
be allowed, provided that the goods are shipped 
direct to a Canadian port without trans-shipment 
(see the ** Journal ’’ of Slst May, 1923). These 
Resolutions also reduced the duties on certain dried 
fruits, sugar, cigarettes, and covers of machinery, 

NEWFOUNDLAND.—By an Order in Council issued 
on 17th February, 1925, the surtax of 25 per cent. 
leviable on the amount of duty collected on most 
classes of goods imported was abolished (see the 
Journal ”’ of Ist March, 1925), 


New Zeacanp.—-The Customs Tarift at present in 
operation was finally passed on 22nd December, 
1921. The Tariff in the form in which it was origin- 
ally introduced into the New Zealand Parliament 
was published with the ‘‘Journal’’ of 9th February, 
1922. 

soutn Arrica.—The Budget proposals intro- 
duced on 5th May, 1922. effected a few alterations 
in the Customs Tariff, the principal of which was 
the raising of the duty on cotton, woollen, or hair 
blankets and sheets from 20 per cent. ad valorem 
to 25 per cent. ad valorem (see the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 
27th July, 1922). Particulars of the Tariff altera- 
tions resulting from the Budget measures of 1923 
were published in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 3rd May and 


19th July, 1923.

THERMAL PROPERTIES OF ETHYL 
CHLORIDE. 

A Report* on the Thermal Properties of Ethyl 
Chloride, by C. F. Jenkin, C.B.E., M.Inst.C.E., 
and D. N. Shorthose, M.A., has recently been 
issued by the Food Investigation Board of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. 
It contains a discussion of research carried out at 
the Engineering Laboratory in Oxford for the 
Engineering Committee of the Food Investigation 
Board, with the object of measuring the thermal 
properties of ethyl chloride. 


REDUCED CHARGES ON IMPORTS INTO 
MEXICO BY PARCELS POST. 

H.M. Representative in Mexico has forwarded 
translation of a Decree, dated 30th October, which 
provides that the surcharge levied on dutiable 
articles imported into Mexico by post is to be 
reduced from 50 to 25 per cent. of the duty, the 
surcharge on dutiable articles exported by post 
being continued at the former rate of 25 per cent. 
Any additional charges which are imposed on 
imported or exported goods are to be calculated on 
the duties without the addition of this surcharge. 

Goods imported by post must be accompanied by 
a commercial invoice legalised by a Mexican 
Consul, and the Decree provides that commercial 
invoices for articles sent by post are to be viséd free 
of charge. A Consular invoice is not required. 








PURE FOOD REGULATIONS IN URUGUAY. 


With reference to the notice under the above 
heading in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 22nd February last 
(page 239), it should be noted that two Resolutions, 
dated Ist and 29th October, have suspended until 
31st December the provisions of the Decree of 2nd 
October, 1922. It is expected that revised Regula- 
tions respecting foodstuffs and beverages in 
Uruguay will be issued by the end of the year.

NEW ZEALAND. 
TOBACCO [IMPORT TRADE. 


The total value of the imports of tobacco and prepara- 
tions thereof into the Dominion during 1922 was 
£1,328,746, as compared with £1,048,633 in the previous 
vear, states the Report on the Economic and Commercial 
Conditions in the Dominion of New Zealand. (H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 2s. net, 2s. Ijd. post free.) 
Of this, total imports from tle United Kingdom amounted 
to £761,582, whilst among otlier contributing countries 
were Australia £409,776, and the United States £144,994. 

Imports of cigarettes were valued at £548,488, of which 
the United Kingdom supplied £545,508. The total imports 
of ‘‘ tobacco, manufactured (including cigarette tobacco), 
cut,’ were valued at £501.560. the principal sources of 
supply being Australia £229,355, the United Kingdom 
£212,624. and the United States £54,149. Imports of this 
item from South Africa increased from £134 in 1921 to 
£4,905 last year. 

Imports of ‘‘ tobacco, unmanufactured,’’ amounted to 
£6,740, practically all of which came from the United 
States, whose share amounted to 33,222 |lb., vaiued at 
£6,101, as against 345,807 lb.. valued at £67,723 in 1921.

SOUTH AFRICA. 
TRADE OF BASUTOLAND. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in South Africa states 
that the total value of imports into Basutoland (including 
Government imports) during 1922 was £702,125. 

The principal imports included merchandise £623,755, 
Government imports £37,700, maize and maize-meal 
£25,176. Kafr corn £10,677, wheat and wheat-meal 
£2,644. and cattle £1,032. 

The total value of exports during the vear under review 
was £669,330. Included amongst the principal exports 
were wool £377,333, wheat and wheat-mea] £138,995. 
mohair £104,833, Kaffir corn £11,319, maize and maize- 
meal £11,188, cattle £8,022, beans and peas £3.669, hides 
£2,548, horses and, mules £1,937, sheep and goats £1,373, 
and skins £1,171.

FINLAND. 
AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMEN?. 


From the principal industry of Finland, agriculture, at 
present approximately 65 per cent. of the population 
derive their subsistence, states the Finnish Consul-General 
in London. seal soil of the country is generally capable 
of cultivation, but is not very fertile. The natural pasture 
lands in the bein are particularly favourable for cattle 
breeding. 

Rve is the principal cereal cultivated, whilst oats are 
also successfully grown. Oats were formerly an important 
export commodity, and realised good prices in British 
markets. Barley and mixed corn are also grown.

The numerous natural meadows and leaf woods in which 
grass grows in the country offer good pasture for cattle 
farming during three months of the year. The most 
important branch of cattle farming is dairy farming, which 
supplies not only the needs of the country, but also admits 
of a considerable export of butter, chiefly to the United 
Kingdom. The exports of butter reached 16,000 tons in 
1905, but fell off during the war to an_ insignificant 
quantity. Exports began to recover again after the war, 
and in 1922 reached the figure of 8,000 tons. Another 
dairy product exported is cheese, which during the last 
few years has considerably surpassed pre-war figures, 
the principal recipient countries being Germany, Belgium, 
Sweden, and Denmark. Other exports include eggs, bacon, 
condensed milk, milk, and live pigs. The pre-war export 
of pigs amounted to about 10,000 per annum. A certain 
number of horses are exported, principally to Russia. 

An article produced in the dairy industry is casein, which 
is manufactured from skim milk. This commodity is 
used in various home industries, and a fair quantity is 
exported. 

Finnish cattle are almost entirely home-bred stock, and 
efforts towards improving the same, principally through 
importations from the United Kingdom, have achieved 
satisfactory results, 





FRANCE. 


DISTRIBUTION OF FOREIGN TRADE. 
(From H.M. Ambassador.) 





Paris. 

The statistics of French foreign trade with individual 
countries for the first ten months of the present vear, 
as summarised in the ‘‘ Journée Industrielle,’ show that 
the value of French imports from the United Kingdom 
amounted to 4,299 million frs:, as against 2,631 million 
frs. in the corresponding period of 1922, an increase of 
about 1,668 million frs. The value of imports from the 
United States rose by about 957 million frs., viz., from 
2,816 million frs. to 3,773 million frs. The value of imports 
from Germany amounted to 744 million trs., as against 
1,057 million frs., a decrease of 313 million frs. With the 
exception of Germany, Czecho-Slovakia, and Japan, the 
value of French imports from all countries classified 
separately in the Customs returns shows an increase. 

The value of French exports to the United Kingdom 
for the first ten months of the vear amounted to 4,919

million frs., as against 3,244 million frs. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1922, an increase of about 1,675 million 
frs. There was also an increase of 1,421 million frs. in the 
value of exports to Belgium and Luxemburg, the figures 
for 1923 and 1922 being 4,687 million frs. and 3,266 million 
frs. respectively. The value of .French exports to all 
countries separately classified shows an increase, except 
to Germany and Czecho-Slovakia. 

During the first ten months of the vear the value of 
imports from foreign countries amounted to 23.176 million 
frs., as against 16.732 miliion trs., and that of her exports 
to 21,167 million frs., as against 14,937 million frs. The 
value of her imports from her Colonies and Protectorates 
emounted to 2,444 million frs., as against 1,836 million 
frs., and that of her exports to 3,209 million frs., as 
against 2,439 million frs. 





ITALY. 
THE GROWTH OF SUGAR PRODUCTION. 


With the ever-increasing consumption of sugar in Italy, 
which has risen from 6 |b. per head per annum in 1900 
to 11 Ib. in 1911 and to 17:2 Ib. in recent vears, the 
importance of the sugar beet crop and of the output of 
Italian refineries is growing steadily, states the Association 
of Italian Corporations. 

From 1884 to 1895 an area of less than 2,400 acres was 
planted to sugar beets, in 1911 it rose to 112,000 acres, 
and in 1913 to 164,000 acres. During the war years the 
acreage under this crop declined rapidly, but in 1921 the 
pre-war figure was almost attained, and this vear it rose 
to 223,200 ecres. 

The sugar industry now represents an investment of 400 
million lire, and is carried on in 40 sugar mills and 12 
refineries belonging to 24 companies scattered over the 
peninsula. The sugar mills are equipped to deal with 
40,000 metric tons of beet per day, and the daily output 
of the refineries is estimated at 200 metric tons of sugar. 
The machinery and equipment of the plants are up to date. 
Over 5,000 workers are employed in the industry.

Estimate For Recorp Crorv tHiIs YEAR. 


The latest estimates published by the Sugar Union 
place this year’s crop at between 27 and 28 million quintals 
of sugar beets, with a much higher sugar content than of 
recent vears, and it is expected that the output of the 
refineries will exceed three million quintals, thus breaking 
the record of 1913, the highest yet obtained in Italy. It 
is confidently believed that the yield will suffice to cover 
the needs of the home market. Several other sugar mills 
are being built, and the prospects are that m a few vears’ 
time the output will leave a margin for export. At the 
same time the manufacture of jams and preserves, a con- 
siderable quantity of which are exported, is becoming «an 
important industry, the prosperity of which is intimately 
connected with that of the sugar refineries. 

The price of sugar is very high in Italy, where it retails 
at 6°40 lire per kilog., and more for the finer qualities of 
lump sugar. This is mainly due to the very heavy Excise 
duty of 300 lire per quintal levied by the Government. 
The Customs duty on imported sugar is 21°60 gold lire 
per quintal.

MANCHURIA. 
TRADE AND INDUSTRY OF HARBIN. 


According to a Report forwarded by the Commercial 
Secretary at Shanghai, the Harbin market is glutted with 
imported goods, but a fairly encouraging tone prevails in 
the export trade. 

With regard to industry, among the more recent develop- 
ments has been the erection of a wool-cleaning plant at 
Hailar, capable of dealing with 1,000 poods, say, 16 tons, 
per day. Equipped with hydraulic presses, the plant com- 
menced operations at the end of June, handling as its 
first order 70,000 poods to be cleaned. The absence of a 
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steam-drying plant makes work dependent, to a large 
extent, on the weather, but the meeting of the deficiency

B.A.W.R.A. WOOL. 


STOCKS AND DISPOSALS, JANUARY- 
NOVEMBER. 

The monthly statement for November issued by the 
British-Australian Wool Realisation Association, Ltd., 
shows that the disposal of wool during the eleven com- 
pleted months of the year amounted to 644,021 bales. The 
total was made up of 73,631 bales of Australian merino, 
288.987 bales Australian crossbred, and 281,403 bales New 
Zealand wool, of which 2,285 were merino. Stocks in hand 
and afloat at the end of November totalled 269,193 bales, 
consisting of 148 bales of Australian merino, 192,468 bales 
of Australian crossbred, and 76,577 bales of New Zealand 
wool, of which 180 bales were merino. 








Notr.—Of the stocks of wool shewn above, one half of the 
Australian wool and the whole of the New Zealand woo), belongs to 
the British Government. The other half of the Aastralian “wool 
belongs to the British Australian Wool Realisation Association Ltd. 





CHINA. 
CHEFOO PONGEE SILK INDUSTRY. 


The British Consul at Chefoo, in his Commercial Report 
for the September quarter of this year, states that Sep- 
tember opened with a slightly increased demand from 
Australia, and a moderate amount of business was carried 
through. The total shipments for that market this season 
will, however, be well below the average. ‘The Sydney, 
Melbourne, and New Zealand markets are all carrying 
stocks left over from the previous season, and are also 
suffering from the inability to dispose of a certain amount 
of inferior quality goods that have reached them in the 
past twelve to eighteen months. London and Paris showed 
more life towards the beginning of August, probably due 
to a spell of almost tropical weather and the consequent 
disposal of the stocks they were holding. The demand was 
again for long length 90 to 100 goods, but the absence 
ot any available holdings of good quality prevented as 
much going through as might have been booked if the real 
standards had been obtainable, Prices for what was avail- 
able came down to more on a parity with London values, 
and a few fair lines were settled for prompt shipment. 

America has kept out of the market, owing chiefly to 
heavy overbuying last season. The stocks from last season’s 
shipments comprise principally the interior quality goods 
which are at present a drug on the market. Several parcels 
are, indeed, reported to have been returned to Chefoo as 
‘‘ wrong quality and unmerchantable.’’ This should prove 
a useful lesson, both to those exporters in Chefoo who 
indulged in operations in such inferior goods and to the 
Chinese makers, who have turned out quantities of pongees 
that contain, in many instances, only 40 to 50 per cent. 
of silk, the balance being ‘‘ conjee,”? or the dressing with 
which they have crammed their silks, to the great detriment 
of the trade and to their own loss. 

FLUCTUATIONS OF PRICES. 


The Yokohama and Tokio disaster had an _ almost 
immediate effect on the silk market, prices for pongees 
rising as much as 15 per cent., especially for contract lots. 
None of the foreign markets, however, responded, and pongee 
prices again sagged, but were at the end of September 
higher than before the earthquake. The London market 
especially is clearly showing that it is not prepared to pay 
the prices asked by weavers or dealers. <A few firms, 
however, placed business at the lower rates before 4th 
September, and now find that dealers are demanding higher 
prices for the goods that are coming forward, and the 
business doing at the end of September has been mostly in 
filling orders placed earlier on and by paying more to 
secure the new deliveries than they intended to pay when 
they entered their bookings. The abnormally high prices 
for raw silk in Shanghai has strengthened the dealers’ 
hands, along with the almost entire absence of stock in 
Shanghai of filature silk from Chefoo. London is prepared 
to operate at her own prices, and it looks as if it would 
be a fight to see whether loca] dealers will give way 
Londen come up in her ideas of values. As there is no 
need for the goods to be home before January-February 
next year, and as America and Australia do not seem 
inclined to buy, the consequent slump is likely to act 
against the maintaining of higher rates,

AMENDED REGULATION AS TO “ TRADE 
DESCRIPTION ” OF APPAREL. 

Statutory Rules No. 129 of 1923, dated 20th September, 
1923, and operative as from that date, which have been 
issued under the Commerce (Trade Descriptions) Act, 1900, 
amend the Regulations contained in Statutory Rules 
No. 37 of 1923 with regard to the ‘‘ trade description ”’ 
which must be applied to certain apparel before importa- 
tion into the Commonwealth may be allowed. 


The amended Regulation is as follows:— 


AMENDMENT OF COMMERCE (IMPORTS) REGULATIONS, 1923. 
(Statutory Rules, 1923, No. 37.) 


Clause (2) of Regulation 12 of the Commerce (Imports) 
Regulations is repealed and the following inserted in its 
stead :— 

(2) (4) Where articles of apparel are manufactured of 
fibrous material containing not more than 10 per cent. 
of fibre other than the preponderating fibre, the name 
of the preponderating fibre (e.g., ‘‘ Wool °°) may be used 
to indicate the nature of the material. In other cases 
the trade description shall set out the names of the 
principal fibres present in the material, or, alternatively, 
describe the material as being made of the preponderat- 
ing fibre *‘ and other fibres ’’ (e.g., ** Wool and other 
Fibres ’’). 


(b) Where articles of apparel are manufactured otf 
fibrous material containing loading or weighting sub- 
stance (other than ordinary dressing) the word 

Loaded ”’ or ‘* Weighted ”’ shall be included in the 


trade description.

COSTA RICA. 





IMPORTATION OF COFFEE SEEDS AND 
PLANTS PROHIBITED. 
La Gaceta ’’ of Costa Rica for 28th October contains 
a Presidential Decree (No. 21), dated 27th October. which 
prohibits absolutely the importation ‘nto Costa Rica of 
coffee seeds and plants and parts of plants coming trom 
any country. 





IMPORT OF STEEL ARMS PROHIBITED. 
‘La Gaceta ”’ of Costa Rica for 6th September contains 
a Decree, dated 4th September, which prohibits the 
importation into Costa Rica of steel arms, such as poniards, 
daggers, swords, rapiers, etc. The prohibition covers all 
steel arms with blades of more than 10 ems. Permissien 
is grauted for the re-export of prohibited articles. 





IMPORT, EXPORT, ETC., OF OPIUM AND 


EK 
SIMILAR SUBSTANCES. 

‘‘ La Gaceta ’’ of Costa Rica for 18th October contains 
a Law, dated 9th October, which institutes new Regulations 
for the control in Costa Rica of opium, ete. The Law 
prohibits absolutely the import, export, transit, purchase 
sale, giving, and use in any form of prepared opium- 
l.e., opium destined for smoking according to the defini 
tion of the International Opium Convention, The import of 
raw and pharmaceutical opium, opium alkaloids, salts, and 
derivatives, cocaine and its salts and derivatives, Indian 
hemp and its glucosides, and any other substance or 
alkaloid with similar effects to the above (i.e., poisonous to 
the system and habit-forming) may only be effected by 
pharmaceutical establishments authorised by the Law, and 
an import licence must be obtained in each case. Opium 
and its alkaloids, salts, and derivatives. and cocaine and

FRANCE. 
MARKING OF IMPORTED GOODS. 


The French Ministry ot Finance has recentiy issued 
various decisions concerning the application of the Regula- 
tions respecting marks of origin on imported goods. The 
more important of these decisions provide as follows:- 

Empty sacks.—Sacks bearing the name or mark of the 
manufacturer or merchant who intends to place in them a 
product of his manutacture or trade may be tmported 
without the addition of a corrective inscription relating to 
the origin of the sacks. However, if it 1s intended to 
place in the sacks or containers articles which are also 
imported, the containers of foreign tnon-French) crigin 
should bear. not the Inscription Oontainer 1n ported 
from ——,’’ but an indication of the origin of the article 
which they are destined to hold. In practice, the ( ustoms 
will not ordinarily be in a position to apply the latter 
disposition except when the goods and their containers 
are imported at the same time. 

Metal. pens bearing the  imscription Fabrication 
contained in hermetically sealed boxes on which 





anglaise ’ 
ouly the name of a French firm appears are not admissible, 
To satisty the regulations, the boxes themselves must con- 
tain an inscription relating to their origin. 

Post cards. sensitised but not Impressed, bearing the 
name of the photographer who intends to use them, must 
show an indication of their origin if they are to be sold 
by the phot yrapher to amateurs for thelr own use

GREECE. 
[IMPORT DUTIES ON WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


H.M. Commercial Secretary at Athens reports that the 
rate of conversion trom metallic currency to bank notes 
for the payment of the Greek Customs duties on wheat 
and flour has recently been modified. In consequence, the 
‘* Conventional’ Tariff duty of 6 metal drachmae_ per 
100 kilogs. on wheat is now converted at the rate of 1:50 
paper drachmae to one metal drachma, and the ‘* Con- 
ventional ’ Tariff duty of 850 metal drachmae per 100 
kilogs. on wheat flour at the rate of 2.50 paper

HAYTI. 


CONTROL OF POTSONS, DRUGS, ETC 
A recent Haitian Law provides for the contro! of the 
import, export, use, sale, 





and manufacture of poisons, ete. 
This Law prohibits the import or export, without a licence 
from the Secretary of the luterior, of cocaine, eucaine A 
aud B, novocaine, alypine, opium. morphine, heroin, 
codeine, dionine, Indian hemp (cannabis indica or satira), 
chlorotorm, ether, acetanilide. and all other narcotics, 
hypnotic drugs, or similar products, and of their salts, 
derivatives, and compounds, also of compositions containing 
any of the above. Import or export may only take place 
through an open port where a Sanitary Officer is stationed. 

Detailed regulations respecting the sale of poisons in 
Haiti are laid déwn, and these require, inter alia. that 
each packet of the above drugs and certain other sub- 
stances specified in the Law, which is offered for sale 
must bear either a red label or the word ‘‘ Poison.’ in 
addition to a representation of a skull and cross-bones. It 
must also be stated wlhiether the contents are for internal 
or external use.

MODIFICATION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON 
MINERAL OILS. 

The Italian ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ for 12th December 

contains a Royal Decree, dated 21st Oetober, which modi- 

fies the Customs duties leviable on mineral oils imported 
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into Italy. The rates of duty now payable are shown in

MEXICO. 
DUTY-FREE EXPORT OF GLASS BOTTLES. 


A recent Presidential Decree abolishes the duty formerly 
levied on the export from Mexico of glass bottles and 
demijohns of all kinds (No. 248 of the Export Tariff.) 








MODIFICATION OF CERTAIN IMPORT 
DUTIES. 

The Mexican ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ for 17th November con- 
tains a Presidential Decree, dated 7th November, which 
provides that, as from 18th November, Tariff No. 235 1s 
to cover ‘‘tin plate, unpainted and unstamped,’’ the 
duty of 3 cts. per kilog. (gross weight) being unchanged. 
The Decree also abrogates Tariff No. 236, which imposed 
a duty of 9 cts. per kilog. (gross weight) on unspecified 
tin plate. 

A further Decree of the same date raises a new ‘Tarift 
heading (No. 3464), under which mosquito nets of woven 
material, netting, or cotton lace, even if with ordinary 
metal frames, are free of duty. 

The surtax of 100 per cent. of the duty which was 
imposed on tobacco included in Tariff Nos. 107-9 on Ist 
January, 1922, has been withdrawn by a Presidential 
Decree of 12th November. 





PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


REGULATIONS REGARDING THE MANU- 

FACTURE, SALE, AND IMPORTATION OF 

VIRUSES, SERUMS, ETC., FOR THE TREAT- 
MENT OF DOMESTIC ANIMALS. 

H.M. Consul-General at Manila has forwarded a copy 
of an Administrative Order (No. 27) of the Philippine 
Bureau of Agriculture which contains Regulations regard- 
ing the preparation, sale, trade in, and importation of 
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viruses, serums, toxins, or analogous products, including 


anti-toxins, vaccines, tuberculins, malleins, micro- 
organisms, killed micro-organisms, and products of micro- 
organisms for the treatment of domestic animals. The 
importation of these products is subject to the issue of an 
import permit, valid till the end of the year of issue, by 
the Director of Agriculture. Each application for a permit 
must be accompanied by the affidavit of the manutacturer, 
produced before an American Consular Officer, stating 
that the products mentioned therein are not worthless, 
contaminated, dangerous, or harmful, whether they were 
derived from animals, and. if so derived, that such animals 
had not been exposed to any infectious or contagious 
disease, except as may be essential in the preparation 
of the product and as specified in the affidavit. 

ach application for a permit must also be accompanied 
by the written consent of the actual manufacturer that 
properly accredited officers, agents, and emplovees of the 
Bureau of Agriculture may inspect, without previous 
notification, all parts of the establishment at which the 
products are prepared and all processes of preparation at 
such times as may be demanded by the officers in question. 

The Regulations also specify the markings which must 
appear on the containers of such products.

IMPORT DUTY ON MAGNESITE. 

The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for 13th December 
contains a Decree (No. 9302) of the same date, which 
raises a new Tariff heading tor magnesite, calcined or not, 
with a duty of 1:2 cts. per kilog. under the Maximum 
Tariff and 0°6 ct. under the Minimum Tariff. 





SWITZERLAND. 





IMPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN MOTOR SPIRIT 
INCREASED. 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales’”’ for 8th December 
contains a Decree of the Swiss Federal Council, dated 7th 
December, which increases the duty on benzine and benzol 
for motors (Tariff No. 1065b) imported into Switzerland 
from 10 to 20 frs. per 100 kilogs. This increase came into 
effect on 10th December, and is applicable to all consign- 
ments which are cleared on or after that date, even if 
they crossed the frontier before 10th December.

DENMARK. 


PROPOSED REVISION OF CUSTOMS 
TARIFF. 

The Board of Trade have now received a copy of the 
Bill to amend the Danish Customs Tariff, referred to in 
the notice at page 586 of the issue of this ‘‘ Journal ’”’ for 
29th November. 

In the main, the Bill proposes to continue the duties at 
present in force (including the increased duties on 
‘‘ luxury ”’ goods provided for by recent temporary legisla- 
tion), but in some cases alterations in duty are proposed, 
the most important of which are indicated in. the statement 
printed below. 

The provisions for the assessment and levy of ad valorem 
duties (see this ‘‘ Journal’ for 17th May, 1923, pages 
598-602) are to be continued in force, with a few amend- 
ments regarding the inclusion of special discounts in the 
dutiable value, the appointment of experts by the Mari- 
time and Commercial Courts for the settlement of Customs 
disputes, and exemption in certain cases from the increase 
of 25 per cent. of the value of goods in respect of which 
the necessary documents are not presented by the importer.
